To the Citizens of Madbury : 

I haye the honor of submitting the following report of 
the schools of this town for the past year : 

District No. 1.—Jonathan Jenkins, Prudential Com- 
mittee. No scholars are reported between 5 and 15 
years of age, and no school has been supported in the 
district during the year. | am informed, however, that 
one scholar, 16 years of age, has attended school in Do- 


yer, having his tuition paid by the district. 


District No. 2.—Asa Young, Prudential Committee, 
Summer Term—Miss Addie J. Evans, teacher. Roll of 
Honor, Chester V. D. Jenkins and Hiram W. Berry, 
The school made good progress, on the whole, for this 
term. 

Fall term, Miss Lois A. Rand, teacher. Too little 
interest was shown by those who should have been most 
concerned in the welfare of the school, but some of the 
scholars did well. 

Winter term, not completed, but report made out for 
11 weeks. Mr. Lewis H. Young, teacher. Many of 
the scholars in this district are quite young, and teachers 
of experience and maturity should be especially sought.

In closing I w ill say, that although it was with some 
hesitation that I accepted the position of $. S. Commit- 
tee, it has given me pleasure to do what I could for the 
advancement of the schools in the town where [I pegen 
my own education. | 

_A change is now to be made in the management of our 
schools, which bids fair to be permanent. Although there 
may be some difference of opinion in regard to the rela- 
tive advantages of the present system, and the so-called 
Town System, still I think there is no doubt that a 
change will be beneficial, especially in setting new ideas 
in motion. It will also give an opportunity to make 
some needed changes. I have for obvious reasons made

no changes in the text bovks during the year. I will

suggest that changes he made, howey er, in arithmetics 
particularly. 1 would not advise a committee to. be over 
hasty to adopt the books used in city schcols. They 
should remember that the schools are not graded, and 
there is a great difference in the habits of thought and 
abilities of the children in the country and city. In the 
eities they seem to memorize better and reason less. For 
th's reason the books should be concise rather than bulky, 
and recent editions of some older works might be prefer- 
able, since they were developed, especially for just such 
schools as we have in hand. 

J will a'so suegest that additions be made to the pres- 
ent stock of maps, globes, reference books, &c., which is 
lamentably small. An unabridged dictionary, or even 
an encyclopedia, might be put into each school house at 
a smal] expense, and they would be a great help, both to , 
teachers and scholars. | 

The faculty of writing ¢ mpositions is nct well devel- 
oped in cur schools, and this could be greatly he!ped. by 


“a small permanent investment as above indicated. The 


purchase of coal stoves might also prove a_ profitab'e in- 
vestment; at least they would add to the comfort of the 
school-rooms. 

1 will ca!l attention te the number of visitors as show- 


ing the degree of interest tuken in the several schools. I 


hope that this interest, which has already been gaining 
ground, may become general, and continue to increase.
